Rights and Limits of Dissent 
By Senator Harry F. Byrd Jr., D-Vo. 


The highly publicized “Poor People’s March on 
Washington” is in progress. 

A cluster of plywood huts and tents now covers 
parkland on the banks of the Potomac intended to 
provide a setting for the majestic Lincoln Memorial 
building and the Washington Monument 

Apparently anxious to preserve the traditional 
right of petition -- and dissent -- top administration 
leaders granted the permit for use of this federal 
fond in the heart of the copitol city. 

The permit signed Moy 10th required an imme- 
diate bond to assure restoration of the parklands 
and grounds, but this was not posted for nearly 
two weeks, long after the lond had been occupied 

The permit expires June 16, yet leaders of the 
pressure campaign publicly state they plan to stay 
in Washington for a year or more 

What are the demands by these occupants of their 
self-styled “Resurrection City, U.S.A?’ 

Frankly, | don’t know except for a barrage of 
proposals for additional massive multi-billion dollar 
federal outlays. 

Americans are a compassionate people. | support 
efforts to stamp out poverty and hunger but, like 
education, | believe the most effective action must 
be ot bocal, community and state levels. 

| question that we ever can eliminate poverty by 
huge and costly new federo! welfare programs. 


All of this comes at a time when the President 
has been pressing for higher taxes while fencing 


with Congressional requirements for tandem multi- 
billion dollar budget cuts. 

Leaders of the “march” keep repeating thot 
their demonstrations will be non-violent thot | 
violence will result only as a last resort. | 

To me, this means they will remain non-violent 
only if they get what they want. 

As a senator, | will listen to the petitions or | 
Proposals of any group utilizing the time-tested 
methods of our democracy. 

But | will not be intimidated. | will not submit 
to threats to turn Washington inside out ond upside | 
down with massive civil disobedience demonstrations | 
unless the Congress yields. 

The Congress acts for oll 200 million citizens-- 
the taxpayers as well as those who seek special 
benefits from federal spending. 

Those who agitate for massive disobedience 
ignore the democratic principles of civil rights for 
both the mojority and minority, and Constitutional 
guarantees to the individuol for safety of person 
ond property. 

They must learn that the right to dissent is not 
a license for descent to lawlessness. 

Law-abiding and responsible citizens and their 
elected representotives must insist on an end to the 
recent spasms of violence and disorder 

They must stond squarely for vigorous enforce- 
ment of our laws and firm prosecution of those who 
would create anarchy.

Safety Rules 
Listed For 
Farm Work 


By HS. Reynolds 
Extension Agent- \griculture 
With the spring planting sea- 

son underway and farmers spend- 
ing long hours with their farm 
machinery each day, the possi- 
bility of disabling accidents in- 
creases . 


Following a few common sense 
safety rules {s especially impor= 
tant for farmers operating trac~ 
tors and related machinery. Ma- 
ny accidents are caused by care- 
lessness and lack of knowledge 
in the operation of such machines 

Most accidents are caused by 
small_ mistakes which develop 
into big mistakes This may be 
due to a little too much speed, | 
a slight error in judging dis- 
tances, lack of a small shield 
which may have been left off a 
machine while readjusting or 
making a repair, brakes being 
slightly out of adjustment or im= 
proper adjustment of hitches. 


Always hitch to the drawbar 
and never hitch a load to a trac- 
tor axle or a point above the 
axle. Know how your tractor 
reacts to aload 

When using a tractor, watch 
for open ditch banks, rocks and 
stumps which may be hidden by 
tall grass or brush and avoid 
climbing steep banks 

About one-third of all fatal 
tractor accidents take place on 
highways, If you must operate 
on highways, be sure to give 
proper signals and follow traf- 
fic laws and regulations, Use 
SMV (slow moving vehicle) em- 
blems to warn traffic that you 
are operating a vehicle at less 
than 25 miles per hour. Tractor 
traffic does not mix well with 
speed automobile traffic,
